A remarkable  variety  that  will  fill  your  baskets 
with  6 inch  berries  from  early  to  midseason  and 
represents  the  greatest  improvement  in  size  and  pro- 
ductiveness since  the  advent  of  the  Sharpless  nearly 
fifty  years  ago. 

This  variety  introduced  by  us  in  1921  was  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Lucius  Parker,  a neighbor  of 
ours,  who  had  been  developing  it,  and  he  finally  in- 
duced us  to  try  it  out.  We  have  been  fruiting  it  for 
ten  years,  and  in  this  time  it  has  never  failed  to  pro- 
duce a full  crop. 

So  great  is  the  reputation  of  the  Parker  fruit  in 
this  locality  that  our  entire  crop  each  year  has  been 
sold  at  our  grounds,  and  it  has  never  been  necessary 
to  offer  a quart  of  Parker  in  the  markets  of  our  sur- 
rounding towns. 

The  Parker  plant  is  a vigorous  grower,  with 
dark  green,  glossy  foliage  and  makes  just  the  right 
number  of  runners  for  the  matted  row. 

It  will  yield  more  quarts  per  acre  than  Warfield 
and  average  twice  the  size  of  Dunlap.  There  are  no 
blanks;  every  plant  produces  fruit. 


The  berries  are  very  large — all  of  them  holding 
their  large  size  to  the  end  of  the  season.  The  Parker 
is  of  the  BUBACH  type,  but  averages  much  larger, 
is  twice  as  productive  and  has  a bright  crimson 
color. 

Our  offer  made  the  past  two  years  is  repeated 
this  year.  We  will  give  $10  for  ten  plants  of  any 
variety  that  will  produce,  on  our  grounds,  more 
quarts  of  fancy  berries.  So  far  in  competitive  trials 
Howard  No.  17  has  ranked  next  to  Parker,  with  a 
score  of  75  points  in  a possible  100.

Honor  was  produced  from  seed  of  Warfield  pol- 
lenized  by  Superb.  Plant  is  very  large,  and  a vig- 
orous grower,  making  a wide  matted  row.  Fruit 
begins  ripening  in  midseason  and  continues  until 
very  late. 

The  berries  are  very  large,  bluntly  conical,  color 
dark  crimson,  with  bright  golden  colored  seeds,  a 
combination  of  size  and  color  that  makes  the  Honor 
very  showy  in  the  basket.  In  productiveness  it  ranks 
with  its  pax-ent,  the  Warfield.

No  matter  under  what  name  you  buy,  it  is  the  best 
of  the  extra  earlies,  beginning  to  ripen  about  three 
days  before  Parker,  and  on  our  trial  grounds  the 
past  three  years  is  the  nearest  competitor  of  Parker 
as  a money  maker.  Our  original  plants  came  from 
Mr.  Chapman,  the  introducer.  We  are  sold  very 
close  on  this  variety  and  advise  early  orders. 

WARFIELD 

Well  known  everywhere  as  the  “lazy  man’s” 
berry,  as  it  will  produce  more  quarts  of  berries 
under  adverse  conditions  than  any  other  variety. 
For  canning  there  is  no  other  variety  its  equal. 
Given  good  culture  it  will  make  the  grower  more 
money  than  many  of  the  new  varieties  now  being 
introduced.  We  procured  our  first  plants  from  the 
originator,  B.  C.  Warfield,  Sandoval,  111.,  33  years 
ago  and  it  has  been  our  standard  of  productiveness 
ever  since. 

PEARL 

Another  year  has  demonstrated  this  to  be  the 
heaviest  fruiting  late  variety — we  have  counted  as 
many  as  46  ripe  berries  on  a single  plant. 

It  begins  ripening  after  the  midseason  varieties 
are  gone  and  extends  the  strawberry  season  ten  days 
to  two  weeks  later  than  any  variety  we  are  fruiting. 

Berries  are  very  large,  a few  last  year  measur- 
ing over  8V2  inches  in  circumference.  The  plant  is 
large  and  vigorous  with  a heavy  root  system. 

Pearl  is  largest,  most  productive  very  late  variety 
we  have  fruited  in  our  40  years’  experience. 

U JUDITH 

This  is  really  a good  variety  in  spite  of  the  ex- 
travagant claims  made  for  it  by  the  introducer. 
Plant  very  large  and  vigorous  and  much  resembles 
the  old  Sharpless. 

The  fruit  is  large  to  very  large,  flattened  conical, 
very  firm.  Color  dark  crimson  all  over,  no  green 
tips.  The  quality  is  superior  to  any  variety  on  our 
grounds.  Briefly  summed  up  Judith  appears  to  be 
an  improved  Sharpless  with  all  the  faults  of  this 
old  variety  eliminated. 


ST.  MARTIN 

An  exhibition  berry  of  the  Marshall  type. 

The  plant  is  a vigorous  grower  and  produces  a 
good  crop  of  very  large,  high  colored  berries.  Don’t

Very  early,  productive  and  of  the  finest  quality 
as  a table  berry. 

K ALICENE 

Produces  medium  sized  berries,  very  solid,  blood 
red  to  the  center.  The  sprightly  flavor  reminds  us 
of  the  wild  fruit. 

ETTERSBURG  NO.  80 

Plant  very  large  and  vigorous,  fruit  large  and 
of  a bright  glossy  red  color. 

SHASTA 

This  looks  better  to  us  than  any  of  the  other 
Etter  varieties.  Plant  very  large  and  vigorous. 
Fruit  very  large,  crimson  with  golden  colored  seeds.
